thereof, and not being under reſtraint by AE (except Mr. John Huddleſton, who did eminent⸗ 
ly Serve Us in Our Eſcape from Worceſter ) That they do befoze the Twenty fifth — of March next 
enſuing, depart out of this Our Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon 
Tweed; and that they oꝛ any of them, oꝛ any other ſuch Pꝛieſts o2 Jeſuites, do not after the laid 
Twenty fifth day of March, pꝛeſume to tome oꝛ return into Our laid Kingdom of England, Dominion 
of Wales, oꝛ Town of Berwick, upon pain of having the Penalties of the Laws and Statutes of this 
Our Realm inflicted upon them: And fox their better means to depart accozdingly, We do hereby 
Declare and Publiſh Our further Will and Pleaſure, That it at any time befoze the ſaid Twenty fifch 
day of March, they oꝛ any of them (hall reſozt ts the Town 02 Pot of Berwick, oz to any Pozt-Town 
of Pur ſaid Kingdom of England, oz Dominion of Wales, and there declare himſelf to the Magiſtrate 
of the Town, 02 the Officers ok any Poꝛt, that he is a Pꝛieſt, and that he is there to take Shipping 
fo2 his paſſage, they ſhall ſuffer him oz them quietly to depart, and (hall lee them Shipt and ſent away 
koꝛ Fozeign Po2ts, and give them their furtherance foz their departure. And to the end this Our 
Pꝛoclamation may be the better obſerved and obeyed, We do hereby ftrictlÞ Charge and Command all 
Dur Licutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Commiſſioners, Juſtices of the Peace- Mayo2s, Sheriffs, 
Bapliffs, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters whatſoever, That they be circumnſpece and vigi⸗ 
lant each at them in their ſcveral Charges, from and after the laid Twenty fifth day of March next, in 
ſearching foꝛ, and diſcovering all ſuch Jeſuites and Pꝛieſts as afozeſaid, as Hall pzeſume to remain oz 
come into Our laid Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, oz Town of Berwick, contrary to Dur
